1. V* shared Tear disappointment in G65IDIOBS teen's failure to 
loeate the dead-drop container, though the dead-drop site use searched, 
end re-establish contact with AIFIGEOH. It is hoped that your review and 
reeccaaendations for future consideration of QBSIDXDSS will help clarify 
•one of the questions which have heen raised at Seadquarter* because of 
recent develcpnente. Sene of these questions, which will be dlecussed 
subsequently, arose das to cur misunderstanding of the objectives and the 
plan for the second phase of the C&SIDlDtS operation* 

2* It was not realised here, until receipt of first reference, that 
no attempt would be node to contact AIFIGEOH unless snengenents for euoh 
a nesting were made through the dead-drop, thin misu n d e rsta ndin g could 
have possibly been avoided if we had received your plan for the December 
infiltration or had bed notice of your intentions following your receipt 
of second reference. Under the elreunctanoes, we were obliged to rely on 
your original plan for the second phase of the operation. Ve would 
appreciate knowing if BHJOLUR was provided with an alternate course of 
action in the event that nothing waa found in the dead-drop, lour comments 
cm why RJ870UAB was Instructed (Operational Brief ing—SOAA 13684) to leave 
the safety/danger signal in the ••danger" petition would also be appreciated. 

3* Although FJDOLtAR is one of our most able agents we believe that 
he should be recheoleed concerning the entire CBSUTIOUS operation. Bis 
failure to inform hit ease officer of the rendezvous arranged with 
AIFJGIOH for 25 Hay 1955 (para 3, second reference) appears to have boon 
intentional, and it is quite possible that he failed to inform ua of other 
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pertinent information concerning the operation. Bis answers, however, 
to questions reported in third refersne* do appear plautible, and v» hop* 
they here boon reasonably confirmed by hie second LCFLUTTER, Sines 
AIBBLDVN doe* confirm at loaat tbs veracity ©fRHDOUA^s account of the 
iseoeraoer infiltration (para 5, first reference), continuation of his 
services In the OBSXDIOUS operation could bo a swans of further eonf lim- 
ing the actual recruitment of AXEIGEOH, To dato vo have no proof other 
than the vord of HfiDOUM that AIPXGEOH was actually recruited in July 
1954, 

4* HBBRED's eleventh hour refusal to accompany KHDOZlAft on tbo 
December infiltration ease at a surprise to Headquarters, Although never 
ocnslderod one of our nor* Intelligent agents, AXRBbXD's loyalty to us, 
and his dsvotlou to duty has always been respected. In view of this, tbs 
reasons behind bis rooint action art of concern to Boadqasrtoxa, especially 
since the examination made by tbo physician failed to confirm an attack of 
appondloltia, AIRSHED could have decided to vithdrav from the mission 
because efi a) "cold feet/ b) falling out vith RMDOUAB, and o) fear that 
tbo operation bad been compromised because of AIKKAVE disclosures, Until 
vo reeeiv* imps Information, Headquarter* is inolinod to bolino that it 
vac dot to a failing oat vith EHDCUAR, Thero is no question of RHDOtiAR 
being headstrong and difficult to work vith at tinea. As a natter for the 
records vo would appreciate your eocnents eonoorning the reasons why 
AlfifsMD dropped out of the operation and if tbo final parting was eatable 
as far as AIKBHED vas eoneernsd, Vhat measures are being taken on the 
Island of Faros far checking bis activity as an added precaution vith 
regard to the security of tbo CES3DXC03 operation? 

5, bC agree that you bad no alternative but to aualt the OB32D10OS 
tws’s exfiltration before investigating AXK&VE'e security violations 
(fourth reference), Kit diselesuros to associate# are not in thonsolves 
too dss egttt g, but tbsy do have serious security Ix$Lieaiien» vben associ- 
ated vith tbo area of operation. If A1KHOTE bad nade it known to bis 
follow compatriots that be had infiltrated the Kontapol area with RHXJUAR 
it would net take mush iaaglnatioa to realise that a umber of ftBEWllAB's 
family ms tbo intended target. If this Is the miss, the operation nay 
have boon blown to the Albanian eolony in and near Athena, further, vs 
would have to consider the possibility, if not assent, that this information 
eventually would ecus to tbo attention of the Sigurtaa., Therefore, it la 
hnpertant that AXSRfcfl bo qusrfisd and ICPLDTTEEID rolstlve to this matter 
as soon as possible. If It is dstorainsd that the area of operation bad 
net bean compr o m ised, we suggest that AIKHAYE bo varasd that serious con* 
sequences will follow if h# continues to discuss bis past work for tbs 
Americans, 

6, vi© are in agreement vith your tentative plana which call for 
KHDOLLAR to attempt a personal contact vith AIPIGEOR during the next 
Infiltration, oven though the sans difficulty may be experienced with regard 
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to locating the dead-drop. It is our belief that this ie the only 
practical *ay of determining the extrot of the operation, if any, end of 
progressing ary further with ite developront. A personal rooting between 
AIPIQEOS end EJB50UAB vill also provide a roans of isqaroving tbs present 
mym'mm wT ouwaniott iions . tnis as absolutely necessary ir we are to 
expect greeter exploitation of AITICEOH. It is suggested that any plans 
for e personal rooting be stellar to the original contact plan, (survelllsmoe 
of house, etc*) In order to sdniadsa the danger involved and to instare that 
AIPIGFOH is still free and at hose* For reasons of seeurity tbs reads evous 
scheduled for 25 May 1955 should not bs kept* 

7* Vs would apprselats your views on the operational feasibility 
(dogs, shepherds, etc*) of nountlng the next infiltration before June 1955 
if your reecssnendatirof for the oonti nuance of this operation is favorable 
atid Headquarters concurs* 
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
